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LAKE TAHOE, from the Indian name meaning “Big Water,’ “High Water” or “Fish Lake,” is one of 
the grandest Alpine lakes in the world. Elevation 6,240 feet above sea level

the town of Truckee, California, and 225 miles east of San Francisco. 
The greatest recorded depth is 2000 feet, near Rubicon Point. 
Lake Tahoe is on the California-Nevada State line and the larger and more beautiful part 


of the lake lies in California. 


The lake is famous for the color and purity of its water. This remarkable purity gives the 


water, in the deeper parts of the lake, a most vivid indigo blue, which changes to purest emerald 
or light green in the shallow places. 

Tahoe has every variety of shore line, from abrupt crags, rising hundreds of feet above the 
water, and desolate rock-bound, boulder-strewn shores, to the most charming of beaches and placid 


bays, with endless procession of great pines to the very water's edge. 


It is on one of the most beautiful of these placid bays and charming beaches that TAHOE 


PARK is located.

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To reach TAHOE PARK you take the Steamer “TAHOE,” a twin screw propeller, with a speed of 
22 knots per hour and a carrying capacity of 250 passengers. 


The “TAHOE” makes a daily trip around the lake of 72 miles, leaving at 10 in the morning and 
back at 4 in the efternoon. 
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Leaving, you take a last look at Tahoe Tavern 
The Tavern has accommodations for 400; Club House, Annex, etc.

TAHOE PARK 


Tahoe Park is located on one of the most beautiful and best sheltered bays, on the westerly 
or California shore of Lake Tahoe, one mile south of Tahoe Tavern. It is a beautiful wooded 
slope, reaching from the lake back a quarter of a mile to the railroad station. 

Tahoe Park has one of the best beaches and prettiest lake fronts to be found on Lake 


Tahoe; it covers 110 acres and is one-fourth of a mile from lake front to the railroad, and one- 
half mile from side-line to side-line. 


SLOPE AND ELEVATION 


There is a gradual rise from the lake. front to the r sar of the tract of about 150 feet to the 
mile. This gentle slope is covered with a beautiful growth of timber. 

Between Cedar and Pine Sts. the elevation is 60 feet above the lake and at the railroad 
station is about 100 feet above the lake. The tract is level from side-line to side-line, as is 
shown by the government topographical map. 

From the lake front to the railroad station the tract is also level, with the exception of a 
gradual slope indicated by the aforesaid elevations: this furnishes a perfect and unobstructed 
view of the lake from each and every lot. 

The lots further back, having a greater elevation and therefore, having a more commanding 
view, will in the opinion of the Tahoe Park Co. be in greater demand than the front lots. 


There is not an undesirable lot in the tract, however, and a selection would be the result 
of individual preference. 


HOW SUBDIVIDED 


The property is subdivided into acre lots and so laid out that each lot commands an 
unobstructed view of lake and park. 


STREETS AND SIDEWALKS 


The streets are 80 feet wide and board walks will be installed as fast as required. 


THE PARK 


The owners of TAHOE PARK have deeded about ten acres along the lake front to be 
reserved in perpetuity for park purposes, for the benefit of lot owners in this tract. 


In this park will be installed tennis courts and other outdoor amusements. 


THE WATER SUPPLY 


Pure water of an unvarying temperature of 43 degrees coming from the famous Waianu 
Spring is distributed over the entire tract by steel pipes. 


Waianu Spring water is noted for its purity; the water boils right out of the ground 
without coming in contact with any vegetable matter; there are no swamp lands near this 
spring, and analyses have shown no trace of vegetable matter. 


LIGHTING SERVICE 


The owners of Tahoe Park have formed an Electric Lighting Co. of their own and will 


furnish light and power to the tract.

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The Tahoe Park Co. have their own saw anc aning mill and their own timber. 
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In addition, they have their own building company, with an architect on the ground.
